DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: In the specification on page 5, line 
18 "(162)" is changed to -(175)-. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner: In 
Figures 8-1 1 "10" is changed to -10'-. In order to avoid abandonment of the 
application, applicant must make these above drawing changes. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to disclose or render obvious a control valve having a horn-like body along 
with two notches defined on diametrically opposite sides of the outer surface of the 
cover in which the two notches contain two buttons movably mounted respectively in the 
notches and respectively having a distal end and a barb formed on the distal end and 
engaging the corresponding recess. 

"a horn-like body having a front; a rear; a center; a central portion; a chamber 
defined in the rear and having an inner wall; a tubular part defined in the central portion 
of the horn-like body concentrically around the center, having an inner wall and 
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communicating with the chamber; and two recesses defined respectively at 
diametrically opposite sides of the inner wall of the tubular part;" and "two notches 
defined on diametrically opposite sides of the outer surface cover; two buttons movably 
mounted respectively in the notches and respectively having a distal end and a barb 
formed on the distal end and engaging the corresponding recess," in combination with 
the other limitations set forth in the independent claim.
